HITLER QUELLS

Hitler ousted Capt. Ernst Roehm, 


one of his chief lieutenants, from 
leadership of the Nazi storm troop- 
ers. 


Expels Boehm. 


He not only relieved Roehm from 


duty as chief of the storm troopers 
but ordered him expelled from the 
Nazi party. 


Hitler's aggressive step is believed 


to have smashed an attempted putsch 
by radical malcontents. 


It is rumored that Capt. Roehm 


committed suicide after his dismis- 
sal. Room's lieutenant, Karl Ernst, 
is reported to have fled with 5,000 
men. 


In this manner Hitler definitely 


ranged himself against Hie radical 
and younger clement of the Nazi 
party as represented by Roehm. 


It is not yet certain, however, 


how far the chancellor intends to go 
in support "of the conservative wing 
of the party represented 
by Col. 
Franz Von Papen, vice-chancellor 
and former military attache at 
Washington, whose speech at Mar- 
burg a few days ago precipitated the 
present political crisis. 


Emphatic Language. 


In decreeing the expulsion of 


Roem from his position as head of 
the storm troops Hitler used unus- 
ually emphatic language. 


"All members of the storm troops 


who do not agree with the appoint- 
ment of Victor Lutoe as Capt. 
Roem's successor can expect arrest 
and punishment," said an official 
decree. 


And the order was signed: 
"Adolf Hitler, supreme chief of the 


National Socialist (Nazi) party and 
of the storm troops."

new technique in bank robbery by 
the Dillinger gang. The mob parked 
their car around the corner, out of 
sight of the $1,500,000 bank, and four 
of them walked toward the bank.

gan streets and took command of 
the entire scene of action. When 
Policeman Wagner, who was direct- 
ing traffic, saw him, the

opened fire. 
The machine gunner 


then literally blew the officer to 
bits with a stream of lea\ 


army troops occupied headquarters 
of Capt. Roehm.

The police also encircled Colum- 


bus House, a Nazi club in Potsdem- 
mer Platz. 
Reports of Mutiny 


There were reports during the 


early afternoon of a "mutiny" in 
the ranks of the storm troopers, but 
the nature of the so-called mutiny 
could not be learned. 


Rumors of a radical coup to over- 


throw the government and force Hit- 
ler to follow communist policies 
have been in circulation for some 
time. But no action was taken un- 
til it appeared that such a pltsch 
actually was impending. Then Hit- 
ler struck. 


Roehm's sudden disgrace was not 


entirely unexpected, though it had 
recently been reported that his 
break with the chancellor had been 
smoothed over. 


He had occupied a peculiar place 


in the Nazi party and was the only 
person publicly permitted to use 
the familiar form "Du" in address- 
ing^ Hitler, who replied similarly.

Rumors of a radical coup to over-

Roehm's sudden disgrace was not 


entirely unexpected, though it had 
recently been reported that his 
break with the chancellor had been 
smoothed over.

ing Hitler, who replied similarly. 


There were reports, even a few 


hours before Hitler's swift strike, 
that he and Capt. Roehm had com- 
posed their differences and that 
the storm troopers would be reduced 
in number.

Amid the contradictory rumors in 


circulation this afternoon is one that 
Gen. Kurt Von Schlelcher, former 
chancellor and former minister of 
defense, and his wife were assas- 
sinated today.

home were met with silence and the 
Potsdam police professed ignorance 
of any shooting. 


Rumor Von Papen Arrested 


There were other rumors that 


Von Papen had been arrested, but 
these were generally discounted. 
With Chancellor Hitler in full 


control of the situation, the trouble 
was expected to blow over within a 
few hours.

They have been 
forbidden to wear uniforms or make 
speeches during that period.

HITLER QUELLS 
OUTBREAK IN 
PARTY RANKS

rumors that serious trouble 
was brewing in the German 
capital. 
Hitler ousted Capt. Ernst Roehm, 
one of his chief lieutenants, from 
leadership of the Nazi storm troop­ 
ers. 
Expels Roehm. 
He not only relieved Roehm from 
duty as chief of the storm troopers 
but ordered him expelled from the 
Nazi party. 
Hitler’s aggressive step is believed 
to have smashed an attempted putsch 
by radical malcontents. 
It is rumored that Capt. Roehm 
committed suicide after his dismis­ 
sal. Roem’s lieutenant, Karl Ernst, 
is reported to have fled with 5,000 
men. 
In this manner Hitler definitely 
ranged himself against the radical 
and younger element of the Nazi 
party as represented by Roehm. 
It is not yet certain, however, 
how far the chancellor intends to go 
in support of the conservative wing 
of the party represented by Col.

Emphatic Language. 
In decreeing the expulsion of 
Roem from his position as head of 
the storm troops Hitler used unus­ 
ually emphatic language.

Roem’s successor can expect arrest 
and punishment,” said an official 
decree. 
And the order was signed: 
“Adolf Hitler, supreme chief of the 
National Socialist (Nazi) party and 
of the storm troops.”

By ROBERT S. THORNBURGH 
International N tw i Service Staff 
Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, June 30.—Fall­ 
ing about $4,000,00,000 behind the 
estimate, Uncle Sam’s expenditures 
for the fiscal year ending tonight 
amounted to approximately $7,100,- 
000,000, according to figures avail­ 
able at the treasury today. 
Four billion dollars were laid out 
for prosecution of tlie recovery pro­ 
gram—bank and industrial loans, 
direct relief, public works stim ulat­ 
ing employment, public highways, 
river and harbor work, farm and 
other contributions the restoration 
of prosperity. 
Emergency 
expenditures 
went 
ahead of the year before by $2,700,- 
000,000. 
For the ordinary cost of govern­ 
ment the expenditure was about $3,- 
100,000,000. Reflecting the economy 
program the reduction in this out­ 
lay was $752,000,000. 
In the budget message to congress 
President Roosevelt estimated gov­ 
ernment expeditures for the year at 
$10,569,000,000, exclusive of debt re­

believed to have been shot and per­ 
haps killed by Policeman John Hen­ 
derson, who opened up on the ban­ 
dits as they were leaving the bank.

The hail of bullets from the ban­ 
dit machine gun literally demolished 
the automobile of Mrs. Goldie Kol- 
ter, parked at the curb near the 
scene of the outrage. 
Although federal agents here had 
not received sufficient information 
to enable them to positively Identify 
the bandit leader as Dillinger, they 
were inclined to accept the state­ 
ment of C. M. Coen, wounded cash­ 
ier of the bank, who told officers 
he recognized the bandit leader as 
Dillinger. 
According to information received 
by the federal agents here, one or 
two of the bandits apparently were 
wounded in the exchange of shots 
with officers. The car in which they 
escaped bore an Ohio license plate, 
and there were several marks re­ 
sembling bullet holes on the car, the 
officers here were told. 
Shoot Traffic Officer 
Policeman Wagner was machine- 
gunned to death at the intersection

REWARD FOR DILLINGER 


The effectiveness of the new federal act authorizing the offering 
of rewards for the capture of criminals has been put to its first test 
in the case of John Dillinger, killer and bank robber for whom state and 
federal authorities have been searching for months. 
The government has announced, through Attorney General Cum­ 
mings, that it will pay $10,000 for the capture of the notorious outlaw. 
In addition, half of this amount is offered for information leading to 
his arrest. 
In making the announcement, the department of justice avoided 
using the phrase “dead or alive.” 
This gives rise to the question of whether the killing of Dillinger 
would be regarded as “capture” and the reward be paid to the person 
doing the killing. 
In view of the desperate nature of the fugitive and of the crimes, 
Including murder, charged against him, it is not likely the government 
would balk at paying the reward if his capture involved his death. 
That the rewards will stimulate the search for Dillinger Is cer­ 
tain. 
Citizens who otherwise might show little interest will be made 
more alert, and officers will have an incentive additional to their duty 
in trying to pick up his trail.

This nat- 
urally made it more and more at- 
tractive to Mr. Greer, for the reason 
the United States was then the larg- 
est user of tin plate in the world 
and duty being placed on tin plate, 
made it possible to manufacture it 
in the United States. For more than 
100 years prior to this time, the 
Welsh were the pioneer manufac- 
turers of tin plate and naturally the 
British were very much opposed to 
the McKinley bill. 


Secures Options.

Supt. D. S. Pyle Gives His- 


tory Of Tin Mills Here 


From Early Days 


By D. S. PYLE 


The late George Greer, born and 


raised as a farmer in Neshannock 
township, Lawrence county, Penn- 
sylvania, later a business man sell- 
ing pianos and organs in a store lo- 
cated directly west of Beaver street 
on north side of Washington street, 
New Castle, proved himself a suc- 
cessful farmer and business man. 


In 1889 (year of the Johnstown 


flood), Mr. Greer, then in the prime 
of his life, was thinking seriously 
of going into the manufacturing 
business. Tin plate was the com- 
modity which he selected, there be- 
ing very little made in this Country 
at that time. 
Tin plate was on the free list and 


one of the items to be effected by 
the McKinley tariff bill. This nat- 
urally made it more and more at- 
tractive to Mr. Greer, for the reason 
the United States was then the larg- 
est user of tin plate in the world 
and duty being placed on tin. plate, 
made it possible to manufacture it 
in the United States. For more than 
100 years prior to this time, the 
Welsh were the pioneer manufac- 
turers of tin plate and naturally the 
British were very much opposed to 
the McKinley bill. 


Secures Options. 


Mr. Greer was making tentative 


plans during 1889 and 1890 going so 
far as to secure an option on the 
land now occupied by the New Cas- 
tle works of the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate company, known as the 
old Raney homestead: at the same 
time having his stock company 
pretty well organized. His associates 
were William Patterson, banker; 
William Foltz, banker;,William Reis, 
president of the Shenango Valley 
Steel companp; John Stevenson, Jr., 
vice president of the Shenango Val- 
ley Steel company; Charles Greer 
and others. 
When the McKinley bill finally 


became law in 1890, Mr. Greer -was 
ready to build his mill, with the re- 
sult that in October, 1893, tin plate 
was successfully made in New Cas- 
tle. At this time tin and terne plate 
were being produced at Irondale. O., 
Demmler, Pa., and Elwood, Ind. Tin 
plate was first produced at Elwood, 
Ind., in 1892.

A four (4) hot mill plant, with a 
three-high bar mill, two sets cold 
rolls, pickling, anneaJing and tin 
house equipment to correspond, was 
the beginning of the tin plate busi- 
ness in New Castle. 
This firm was known as the New 
Castle Steel & Tin Plate company, 
starting the hot mills October 12, 
1893. George Greer, president and 
general manager; John Stevens, Jr., 
vice president; William Foltz, treas- 
urer: Charles Greer, secretary; J. 
Q. L. Roberts, stenographer and 
clerk; Edward T. Davis, bookkeeper; 
Harry Herbert, hot mill superintend- 
ent; Joseph Mann, Sr., pickling fore- 
man; David W. Thomas, annealing 
foreman; John Thomas, tin house 
superintendent; D. S. Pyle, weigh- 
master and bar clerk . James long 
and Thomas Long had charge of 
the billet furnace, Alfred Wilson 
and Thomas Lewis, rollers, on three- 
high bar mill. Harry Herbert re- 
signed as hot mill superintendent 
in 1895 to^ accept a similar job at 
Montpelier. Ind.; David Elias from 
Swansea. Wales, succeeded Mr. Her- 
bert as hot mill foreman; William 


erts succeeded John Thomas as tin 
house superintendent in July, 1895 
William Thomas succeeded David W 
Thomas as annealer in July, 1895 
John Roberts, tin house superin- 
tendent, stayed but a short time 
then Mr. Woods and Joe GimmeL 
had charge of the tinning depart- 
ment. David Williams was assort- 
ing room foreman. Llewellyn Jones 
from New Kensington, Pa., was 
placed in charge of the tin house 
in July, 1897, and remained in that 
position until he was transferred to 
Shenango works in May, 1899. Da- 
vid Williams succeeded Llewellyn 
Jones as tin house superintendenl 
at New Castle works in May, 1899. 


Ross Starts 1895. 
B. J. Ross started as timekeeper 


and clerk at New Castle Steel & Tin 
Pate company in May, 1895. In 
April, 1899, Mr. Ross was transferred 
to Shenango works as tin plate ship- 
per and assistant to Llewellyn Jones 
tin house superintendent. 
Aboul 


1905 he resigned and embarked in 
the grocery business. 
In 1906 he- 


again entered the tin plate busi- 
ness and was transferred to South 
Sharon, later known as Parrel 
works. 
On July 1, 1908, he was 


transferred to New Castle works as 
ir.anager. Iri 1909 he left the Amer- 
ican Sheet & Tin Plate company to 
take charge of a mill being erected 
by Jones & Laughlin at Woodlawn 
Pa. 


Due to illness, Llewellyn Jones re- 


signed his position as tin house su- 
perintendent on May 9, 1922, ,ac- 
cepting^ a minor job in the assorting 
department. 
February 1, 1926, he 


was given a company pension. Mr, 
Jones died June 23, 1931. 


F. H. Chapman started in the tin- 


ning department at the New Castle 
Steel and Tin Plate mill, known, as 
the New Castle works, about May, 
1895. 
Later Mr. Chapman became 


tin house superintendent 
and in 


1915 was promoted to assistant man- 
ager at New Castle works under 
George C. Stone, manager. 
Mr. 


Chapman resigned his. position at 
New Castle works in April, 1916, to 
accept a similar position at "the Mc- 
Keesport Tin Plate company. 
In 


September,. 1918, Mr. Chapman was 
re-employed _by the American Sheet 
& Tin Plate company, and sent to 
Gary tin mill as tin house foreman. 
Mr. Chapman succeeded Llewellyn 
Jones as tin house superintendent 
at Shenango works, in June, 1922, 
and continued in that position until 
his death on May 9, 1929. 


M. A. Brown succeeded Mr. Chap- 


man May 20,1929_ Mr. Brown start- 
ed at the New Castle Steel & Tin 
Plate company, known as New Cas- 
tle works, January 5,1894, was trans- 
ferred to Sharon works, now known 
as Farrell 'works,, in August, 1906. 
In April, 1909, he was transferred 
to Sabraton works as tin house su- 
perintendent, working there until he 
was transferred to Shenango works 
May 20, 1929, as tin house superin- 
tendent. 
L. H. Pyle worked as screw boy 


on No. 9 mill, New Castle works, to 
1900. 
Later he was transferred to 
Shenango works as weighmaster and 
general clerk. In May, 1910, he re- 
signed of his own accord to accept 
a position as assistant to B. J. Ross 
at Woodlawn, later made general su- 
perintendent of the tin plate de- 
partment of Jones & Laughlin. 


New Mill Started. 


In 1897, the Shenango Valley Steel 


company started the erection of a 
30-mill plant known as Shenango 
works. This plant was about 75 per 
cent complete when the combine of 
all tin plate manufacturing plants 
was formed to December, 1898, call- 
ing same the American Sheet & Tin 
Plate company. 


In 1898 the old Johnson-sheet mill 


at New Castle, known as the Arthu- 
sia works, was converted into a plant 
of five black plate mills. At the time

Greer. He has continued as man- 
ager-of the Shenango plant and the 
success of the plant is a reflection of 
his directing genius. 


He is one of New Castle's ablest 


citizens. Born here, reared and ed- 
ucated here he has brought credit 
and distinction to himself and to 
his city. Back of the mase of wheels 
and rolls and furnaces has been his 
directing hand, and out of that 
maze has come a product that has 
been acclaimed as the peer of its 
kind.

The next 
i rnlng, March 27, 1813, Shenango 
plant was entirely surrounded - by 
water, the water being within 12 
inches of_ our wareroom floor; 12 
inches of water was on the first floor 
of our hospital building located 
No. 1 gate. 


During the World war, Shenango 


and New Castle works, were operat- 
ing 100 per cent. 
In November 


1917, instructions were given to She- 
nango works to proceed with the 
erection of ten (10) 'additional hot 
mills with other equipment to corre- 
spond. The winter of 1917-1918 was 
most severe, many times 10 to 12 
degrees below zero, but for all this, 
the ten mills were erected and ready 
to operate July 1, 1918. 


Thomas Sadler was one of the 


first rollers at New Castle Sheet & 
Tin Plate mill, known later as New 
Castle works; in fact, he rolled the 
first black plate in New Castle, later 
was made hot mill foreman at same 
plant and about January 1, 1918, 
was transferred to Shenango works 
as assistant manager. Mr. Sadler 
died in February, 1S25. 


John N. Crombie, our present as- 


sistant manager at Shenango works, 
started his services with our com- 
pany about 1919 in the research 
laboratory at Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Many changes, both in personnel 


p.nd equipment, have been made in 
the tin plate industry" in New Castle 
in the past 42 years. Several grades 
of coated plate are now produced in 
New Castle, such as regular tin plate 
for canning, various grades of char- 
coal plate, various grades of terne 
or roofing plate, also copper plated 
material. In addition to the above, 
New Castle and Shenango works pro- 
duce various grades of black plate.

It might be interesting to learn 


;hat in May, 1903, a severe rain and 
wind storm swept over this vicinity, 
slowing down 14 boiler stacks at 
Shenangto works. This damage closed 
down the plant. Within 10 days the 
debris was cleared away, new stacks 
erected and the plant resumed oper- 
ations in full. 


On June 27, 1904, Shenango works 


had a bad fire in Nos 3 and 4 engine 
rooms. 
Considerable damage was 


done. Nos. 3 and 4 engines as well 
as trusses and roof of buildings were 
badly damaged. 
Mr. Greer was district manager in 


the New Castle district until July, 
1908, when he resigned and the vari- 
ous plants in this district were 
placed under separate management. 
William H. Davis was manager at 
Farrell. works, B. J. Ross at New 
Jastle works and D. S. Pyle, She- 
nango works. 


On May 31, 1909, John M. Bright 


requested a leave of absence for two 
months to visit England. James A. 
George was placed in charge of hot 
mills at Shenango works in place of

Oil for the lamps of China, milk 


for the prospector in the mountain 
fastnesses, fish for the inland cities, 
pineapples from the Hawaiian plan- 
tations, all of .them require tin plate 
and all of them have been served 
by the two tin plants in New Castle, 
the Shenango and New Castle plants. 


To the average citizen here the 


ramifications of the use of tin plate 
may be something of a mystery. 
They know that the furnaces and 
the rolls turn out the black plate, 
that the shearman, the annealer, 
the pickler and the tinner have 
their share of work to do but not 
all of them know the world wide 
distribution of the shiny tin plate 
sheets that are turned out here daily 
in prodigious quantities. 


Milk Cans. 


"Tin plate" covers the entire field 


of production in the two mills, but 
the uses of It are many and varied. 
A large portion of the Ideal product 
goes down to the American Can 
company -where every working day 
that plant turns cut 1,000,000 cans 
for condensed milk. 


Tons of coke plate, a high grade 


tin plate go to Hawaii and the Pa- 
cific coast for pineapple and peach 
cans. 
apple 
Those juicy chunks of pine- 
you had fc-r breakfast this 


morning came to you wrapped in a 
metal overcoat that probably was 
made here in New Castle. 


When the salmon are running in 


the Columbia river or when the 
schools of herring are brought in on 
the Atlantic coast, they need tin 
cans for packing and here again is 
a market for the tin plate manu- 
factured here. When the Chinese 
coolie lights his oil lamp in his hum- 
ble abode in Shanghai or Foochow 
he gets his oil from a one or five 
Ballon can, the tin plate for which 
was manufactured in New Castle. 
Recently the motor oil industry con- 
ceived the idea of putting then- 
product in sealed quart cans and 
once again New Castle made tin 
plate was selected for much of the 
product. 
Ordinary tin plate is made from 


carefully selected sheets of steel 
manufactured for this purpose, cov- 
ered with a bath of molten tin, 
Charcoal plate might be termed the 
"filet migrion" of the tin plate in- 
dustry. This is a higher and finer 
grade of tin plate and is manufac- 
tured at the Shenango plant of the 
American Sheet & Tin Plate com- 
pany. 
From charcoal plate are 


made tin utensils of high quality. 
Cooking and kitchen utensils, flash- 
light and headlight reflectors, me- 
ters, canteens, crab meat cans, wash 
boilers, dairy pails, lanterns, army 
boilers, churns, large milk cans and 
the like. 


was for the manufacture of photo- 
graphic buttons in Mexico. 


The capacity of the Shenango 


and New Castle plants combined is 
about 256,000 gross tons annually, 
equivalent to 5,500,000 base boxes of 
tin plate that would make over 3 - 
000,000,000 tin cans. Such a -total 
production would require the serv- 
ices of 4500 employes (which Is the 
present complement of the 
two 


plants) and would produce a pay 
roll of approximately ?7,725,000 which 
was the total for one year. 


Not all the plate manufactured in 


New Castle is tinned. Some of it 
goes out as black plate which is un- 
coated steel sheets. Both plants turn 
out this product some of the uses of 
which are blued sheets, paint pail 
stock, art sign plate, barrel stock, 
powder keg stock, waste basket stock, 
tobacco can stock. 


Immense Plants. 


The plants of the American Sheet 


& Tin Plate company cover an im- 
mense 
acreage. 
The 
Shenango 
plant covers 41 acres while the New 
Castle plant cover 25 acres.

canned foods. Napoleon might never 
have had to retreat from Moscow 
for food was an important item in 
that campaign. "An army travels 
on its stomach," the Little Corporal 
once said, and the art of canning 
vegetables and fruit has made it 
possible to ship the delicacies of any 
part of the world to all the other 
parts. 


Tin plate has been found to be 
the ideal container for preserving 
and canning foods and if the his- 
tory of all the tin plate made in 
New Castle could be recorded it 
would be a story that would take in 
every corner of the earth. Today 
in the solitude of an ice hut at the 
""South Pole, Admiral Richard E. 


Byrd is eating vegetables and fruit 
that are packed in cans which orig- 
inated as tin plate in New Castle. 
Itoods packed in cans are kept per- 
fectly for years which means that 
the foodstuffs of the world can be 
distributed so that all of us can en- 
joy the things raised in other coun- 
tries. 


Terne Mate. 


"Terne plate" or roofing tin is 


manufactured 
at 
the 
Shenango 
plant. In the production of this 
product the steel sheets are coated 
•with a mixture of tin and lead. Due 
to the high lead content of the coat- 
Ing these plates are duller in ap- 
pearance than bright tin plate and 
•will better resist the elements. The 
word "terne" is probably derived 
from the word "ternary", meaning 
an alloy of three constituents which 
In this case are iron, lead and tin. 


The gutters and downspouts on 


your home are probably made from 
terne plate manufactured in the 
Shenango plant. Certain tern spe- 
cialties are used for the manufac- 
ture of wash boards, soap dishes, mo- 
torcycle gas tanks and many other 
uses. 


New Departure. 


Something new in the manufac- 


ture of tin plate is now being turned 
out in the Shenango plant. This is 
known as "copper coated plate" and 
is produced by coating the steel 
sheet with copper by an electrolytic 
process. It is the very newest thing 
in the manufacture of cans for mo- 
tor oil and required an unusually 
high quality of production. The 
answer is the Shenango plant. 


Like the Shenango plant, the New 


Castle plant is known throughout 
the trade as a plant of high quality. 
A list of the uses of tin plate made 
at the New Castle works runs the 
gamut of all uses to which tin plate 
can be put. Cans and trunk racks,

Like the Shenango plant, the New 


Castle plant of the American Sheet

Employe representation plans are 
no longer an experiment and have 
proven their merit, both from the 
standpoint of the employe as well 
as of the employer. 


This method of cooperative "col- 


lecting bargaining" has been the 
practice with numerous companies 
for years and places at their dispo- 
sal a direct and personal method of 
dealing with problems that confront 
labor and management as they may 
arise, without the necessity for out- 
side adjudicators, who will have no 
direct knowledge of the points at 
issue, and no personal interest in 
the manner of settlement. 


Employe representation is the best 


way possible to'cultivate those cor- 
dial relations between employer and 
employe which are so essential to 
present day industrial activities. 


We know of no form of mediation 


that has increased it's popularity in 
the past few years, as has these va- 
rious forms of employe representa- 
tion and at no expense in the form 
of initiations and dues. 


Our own organization at Shenan- 


go works is now one year old and 
we feel has proven it's right to con- 
tinue and to deserve the confidence 
of both men and management. In 
the year just past some 60 cases 
have come to the attention of the 
representatives and management for 
adjustment. 
Of this number some 


52 have been granted, five were re- 
fused and only three are pending at 
this time. 


We feel that the employe repre- 


sentation plan has proven a satis- 
factory medium for collective bar- 
Coining, as well as a clearing house 
:or the exchange of ideas on work- 
ing conditions, safety and welfare. 


untary relief in cases of accident, 
and pensions in case of old age and 
other disabilities should be in force. 
It pays big in dollars and cents for 
the employer to maintain working 
conditions which are beneficial to 
the health and disposition of the 
employe." 


These few sentences quoted from 


the late Elbert H. Gary, who wa. 
himself one of the earliest exponenl 
of safety and welfare, seems to cor 
rectly 'describe the policies in safet 
and welfare which are carried ou 
in all plants of the American Shee 
& Tin Plate company.

KEEP MILLS GOING 


Two Plants Pay Out Huge 
Sums In Wages During 
Year’s Period 


Oil for the lamps of China, milk 
for the prospector in the mountain 
fastnesses, fish for the inland cities, 
pineapples from the Hawaiian plan­ 
tations, all of them require tin plate 
and all of them have been served 
by' the two tin plants in New Castle, 
the Shenango and New Castle plants. 
To the average citizen here the 
ramifications of the use of tin plate 
may be something of a mystery. 
They know that the furnaces and 
the rolls turn out the black plate, 
that the shearman, the annealer, 
the pickier and the tinner have 
their share of work to do but not 
all of them know the world wide 
distribution of the shiny tin plate 
sheets that are turned out here daily 
In prodigious quantities. 
Milk Cans. 
“Tin plate” covers the entire field 
of production in the two mills, but 
the uses of it are many and varied. 
A large portion of the ideal product 
goes down to the American Can 
company where every working day 
that plant turns cut 1,000,000 cans 
for condensed milk. 
Tons of coke plate, a high grade 
tin plate go to Hawaii and the Pa­ 
cific coast for pineapple and peach 
cans. Those juicy chunks of pine­ 
apple you had for breakfast this 
morning came to you wrapped in a 
metal overcoat that probably was 
made here in New Castle. 
When the salmon are running in 
the Columbia river or when the 
schools of herring are brought in on 
the Atlantic coast, they need tin 
cans for packing and here again is 
a market for the tin plate manu­ 
factured here. 
When the Chinese 
coolie lights his oil lamp in his hum­ 
ble abode in Shanghai or Foochow 
he gets his oil from a one or five 
gallon can, the tin plate for which 
was manufactured in New Castle. 
Recently the motor oil industry con­ 
ceived the idea of putting their 
product in sealed quart cans and 
once again New Castle made tin I 
plate was selected for much of the 
product. 
Ordinary tin plate is made from 
carefully selected sheets of steel 
manufactured for this purpose, cov­ 
ered with a bath of molten tin. 
Charcoal plate might be termed the 
"filet mignon” of the tin plate in­ 
dustry. This is a higher and finer 
grade of tin plate and is manufac­ 
tured at the Shenango plant of the 
American Sheet Sc Tin Plate com­ 
pany. 
From charcoal plate are 
made tin utensils of high quality. 
Cooking and kitchen utensils, flash­ 
light and headlight reflectors, me­ 
ters, canteens, crab meat cans, wash 
boilers, dairy pails, lanterns, army 
boilers, churns, large milk cans and 
the like. 
Preserves Food. 
Had the foods industry known of 
canned foods, Napoleon might never 
have had to retreat from Moscow 
for food was an important item in 
that campaign. 
“An army travels 
on its stomach,” the Little Corporal 
once said, and the art of canning 
vegetables and fruit has made it 
possible to ship the delicacies of any 
part of the world to all the other 
parts. 
Tin plate has been found to be 
the ideal container for preserving 
and canning foods and if the his­ 
tory of all the tin plate made in 
New Castle could be recorded it 
would be a story that would take in 
every corner of the earth. 
Today 
in the solitude of an ice hut at the 
South Pole, Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd is eating vegetables and fruit 
that are packed in cans which orig­ 
inated as tin plate in New Castle. 
Fbods packed in cans are kept per­ 
fectly for years which means that 
the foodstuffs of the world can be 
distributed so that all of us can en­ 
joy the things raised in other coun­ 
tries. 
Terne Plate. 
“Terne plate” or roofing tin is 
manufactured 
at 
the 
Shenango 
plant. 
In the production of this 
product the steel sheets are coated 
with a mixture of tin and lead. Due 
to the high lead content of the coat­ 
ing these plates are duller in ap­ 
pearance than bright tin plate and 
will better resist the elements. The 
word “terne” is probably derived 
from the word “ternary”, meaning 
an alloy of three constituents which 
in this case are iron, lead and tin. 
The gutters and downspouts 
your home are nrobably made from 
terne plate manufactured in the 
Shenango plant. Certain tern spe­ 
cialties are used for the manufac­ 
ture of wash boards, soap difhes, mo­ 
torcycle gas tanks and mahy other 
uses. 


The capacity of the Shenango 
and New’ Castle plants combined is 
jobout 256,000 gross tons annually. 
; equivalent to 5,500,000 base boxes of 
tin plate that would make over 3,- 
j 000,000,000 tin cans. 
Such a total 
! production would require the serv­ 
ices of 4500 employes (which is the 
present complement of the two 
plants) and would produce a pay 
roll of approximately $7,725,000 which 
was the total for one year. 
Not all the plate manufactured in 
New’ Castle is tinned. 
Some of it 
goes out as black plate which is un­ 
coated steel sheets. Both plants turn 
out this product some of the uses of 
which are blued sheets, paint pai! 
stock, art sign plate, barrel stock, 
powder keg stock, w aste basket stock, 
tobacco can stock. 
Immense Plants. 
Hie plants of the American Sheet 
Sc Tin Plate company cover an im 
mense 
acreage. 
The 
Shenango 
plant covers 41 acres while the New 
Castle plant cover 25 acres. 
Not a citizen in Lawrence county 
but knows the vital importance of 
th 3 plants to New Castle and the 
county at large. 
Every citizen in 
this county is interested directly or 
indirectly in those plants. He may 
not w’ork there but the smoke that 
rolls out of those giant stacks is 
metamophosed into money for shoes 
and clothes, for automobiles and ra­ 
dios, for homes and furniture, for 
legal and medical services, for pho­ 
tographs and newspapers, for taxes 
and confectionery, and for all the 
myriad of things that make for liv­ 
ing. 
The industrial heart of this city 
and county is the tin plate industry 
and running from that great heart 
are the arteries of trade and com­ 
merce and transportation.

They have always been willing to 
help a person or fellow workman 
who is sick in every way possible 
and have done it cheerfully and lib- 
erally. To put this charity on a firm 
basis, at the same time removing the 
charity feature, it was suggested 
sometime ago that there be formed 
at New Castle works a relief asso- 
ciation among all the employes of 
the plant. The membership in this 
association to be entirely voluntary 
on the part of every employe and in 
case of sickness or accident causing 
lim to lose work, would participate 
in the benefits of the association. 
This would automatically 
remove 


any necessity of taking up subscrip- 
tions for those sick or injured, and 
those who do not join their action 
would be interpreted to mean that 
they would not need assistance or 
help. In order 'to form a perma- 
nent organization it was thought 
advisable to have every department 
represented and appoint a commit- 
tee to draft by-laws to represent all 
the mill employes at large, and if 
acceptable, they could be adopted 
and put in force and the relief as- 
sociation organized.

There is a sheet of each kind of 
plate made in the plant here. Or­ 
dinary tin plate, terne plate of va­ 
rious finishes, charcoal plate of sev­ 
eral grades, copper coated plate and 
aluminum plate. 
Almost filling the window is the 
collection of tin cans, plate for 
which was made here. 
Cans for 
candy, for fish, for nuts and shoe 
paste, for shrimps and pop corn and 
condensed milk. 
Cans of all sizes 
and shapes, some of them one quart 
oil cans and others the large motor 
oil cans like you have in your gar­ 
age. 
Many of the cans have been litho­ 
graphed and there are some beau­ 
tiful designs. In another corner of 


the window is a display of the in­ 
gredients used in the manufacture 
of steel, which is the base of tin 
plate—Iron ore, limestone, coal and 
manganese. 
With a modicum of imagination 
one can vision the romance back of 
the whole business.

built an organisation that reached 
approximately 3600 men at one lime, 
installed recreational fadlitirs, re- 
paired school houses, improved roads 
in the rural districts, installed wa- 
ter courses for waste water and gave 
to the various political .sub-divisions 
in the county improvements thai 
would not have been built for years 
ot.herwi.se. 


The CWA and RWD meant much 


in the way of labor to this county. 
The total wages paid out for labor 
amounted to S737.B03.48. The politi- 
cal sub-divisions paid out S43,62fi.9Q 
for materials and Si3.375.42 for tools 
which meant that for every dollar 
the city, townships or boros paid out 
they got back about S14 which went 
to people who needed it. 


New Castle's Share. 


New Castle got a large share ot 


this labor as was to be expected. 
The city of New Castle got S391.- 
801.81 in labor and the New Ca.stle 
school district KOI SG4.701.03, a total 
for the city of 3456,502.
